all grnJos of labor ; and when all this is 
douo, further legislation would bo necessary 
to fix tho sum which this employed muscle 
shall receive, that it may live comfortably 
at tho enhanced prices of everything which 
it will consume. 


Wo submit that n more practical relief for 


suffering muscle would bo a reduction ot 
taxes. This cannot bo obtained by increas- 
ing Government expenditures which al- 
ready, in addition to the interest on tho 
public debt, aro more than double what 
they should bo, Or of tho amount that there 
is any necessity for. 
What wo need is to 


lift tho burdens from ^business aud leave 
trade and commerce to tako care of thorn- 
selves. Let our law makers BOO that every 
man has a fair chance, with no subsidies, 
no repression of ono class for tho benefit of 
another, no favoritism of any kind, and it 
ia enough. Then business will flow iu ils 
natural channels and work out its legitimate 
results. Till then we shall be drifting on o 
shoreless sea of troubles.

POISONING. 


In the recent discussions regarding adul- 


terations of food no allusion has boon made 
to ono important branch of tho subject. 
It 


is possible for adulterations to originate in 
our kitchens of a much more serious naturo 
than auy made by dealers or manufacturers. 
They are tho unintentional work of careless 
cooks. The following are some of tho coses 
which have come under tho writer's obser- 
vation, and aro rather suggestive of dan- 
ger :— 


A cook had boon forbidden the uso of 


oxulio acid,—a deadly poison,—which 
is 


commouly Itcpt in kitchens for brightening 
copper boilers, water-faucets 
and other 


brass work. Tho grocer had boon told not 
to bring any, but nevertheless a quantity of 
it was found lying in an open paper on a 
shelf directly over 
tho 
Hour-burrol and 


meal-bucket, 
into which some 
of the 


crystals, being scattered 
more or 
less 


on 
tho 
shelf, 
wero 
almost 
sure 


to 
fall. 
On 
several 
occasions 
frag- 


ments of tin havo been found adhering to 
the under side of pio-ernst, loaf cake, corn 
broad and other articles which havo boon 
baked in tin plates or puns, aud tho quanti- 
ty of tin (especially when new plates aro 
used) was largely in excess of any that 
could got into tho system through adultera- 
ted sugars or syrups, where tho quantity 
used is stated to bo only 4 ounces of crys- 
tallized tin (50 per cent, pure tin) to tho 
ton of sugar, 


Cooka aro often in tho habit, after boiling 


certain articles (brown bread for instance,) 
in soldered pots, of placing tho pot and 
contents in tho oven for a short time to dry 
off the moisture. 
During this operation 


the solder often melts off in small globules, 
which mis with Iho food, aud with it aro 
:ikely to ho conveyed into the stomach ; the 
unsuspecting victim thereby taking a dose 
of combined lead aud tin in snfficieut quan- 
%, possibly, to sflY.-t tl-.r, h.-,,-.!fh for years 
afterward. 


Many families uso the patent yeast cakes 


'or raising bread. Theso cakes arc wrapped 
n tin foil (compound of tin and lead), and 
'ragments of these wrappers often adhere 
o the yeast cake and aro worked into tho 
bread. It is difficult to detect their presence, 
and how much tin foil is thus eaten every 
i;iy, it is hard to say, uuc tho writer knows 
if at least ono instance of this kind.

cal art, as for instance iu Greek sculpture 
in tho Homeric poems, and in Ihe architec 
turo of Bramanto or Michtl Angelo.

art says whnt it has to say, nud then stop 
It is self interpreting, aud never points li 
yond itself. 
Thus Shakespenn>, for i 


stance, wants to bo explained by himself 
and not by any outside considerations. 


Wherever mind prevails over nmltor 


art tho latter is romantic. 
Htmco all sug- 


gestive writing is romantic. Tint litblo 


iverely classical, while nearly nil modern 


writing iu essentially romantic. 
Burns, 


flsiuo, and Emerson wo romanticists whc 
point beyond themselves: they uro not in- 
telligible except in connection with tho cir- 
cumstances under which they wrote, and 
the object which they sought to realize. If, 
on tho othor hand, form prevails over mind 
we have pre-ltaphaelitic art. 
This kind of 


art ia best studied in the painters which pre- 
ceded Itaphael. 
It is perhaps doubtful 


whether Giotto and Oimabuo wero strictly 
pro-Kaphaelitio, but Iho Byzantine painters 
and tho mediu;val illustrators of piirchmeut- 
manuscripts wero without queH'.iou.

"studies" or "etudes" of artists are usually 
pre-Raphaelitic; so is the art-work of most 
people who aro not perfectly civilized, while 
highly cultured artists oflen practise roman- 
tic art.

ical or romantic.

llaphaelitio. Language as such is generally 
classical, whilo naturo as such is usually pre"-

of modern life is to neglect form, and lo re- 
veal nothing but mind.

Jany hours in copper nnd lead-linod re- 
eptncles, nud must bo somewhat impreg- 
atod with poisonous matter. 
Whou to those sources of danger wo odd 


those of tho poisonous load glnzing of so- 
called porcolnin-lined vessels,—lend water 
pipes,—tin cans, containing acid fruite nnd 
vegetables (tomatoes for instanco;, it sooms 
almost impossible to oiionpo some sort of 
poisoning oven if wo buy the purest and 
bost of food.
